Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 19- — 


Fighting against a gale which had 
driven balloonists to cover, Louis 
Paulhan, of France, succeded in mak- 
ing a forty-seven-aud-one-half-mile 
cross-country flight in a Farman b!- 
i;lane yesterday afternoon. He broke 
the world's record for such an aerial 
\oyage and won a prize of $10,000. 


He rode from the aviation field to 


•'Lucky" Baldwin's ranch, 23 milea 
away, and circled 
the 
old Santa 


Anita race track and returned. 


He covered an estimated distance 


of 47 1-2 miles in 1 hour, 2 minutes 
and 42 4-5 seconds. 
He went down, 


with the wind in ?.0 minutes and 
came back against it In 35 minutes. 


In sheer beauty and contempt for 


danger the flight rivals that seen on 
any aviation field of tile old world. 
The only test approaching It 
in 


this country was that made by on* 
of the Wrights last fall on a flight 
with an army officer from Washing- 
ton to Alexandria. 


Bleriot, Latham, Farman and. Cody 


have made flights nearly as 
long,

to be near the machine should Paul- 
han fall or have to descend.

When Paulhan reached the grand 


stand on his return he was actually 
mobbed. 
The crowd broke through 


the barriers. The aviator was lifted 
up and borne over the field. 
His 


ccnntrrmen kissed him and wept In 
joy. 


The erent was the only one of 


great importance in the day's meet. 
Cuitiss did not go into the air un- 
til after Paulhan had been away for 
half an hour. Then he gave a pretty 
exhibition of fancy starting and le- 
tired.

for a time it looked as 'hough the 
program would be spoiled.

a few skids over the field and the 
crowd began to howl. Paulh.in rcse 
to the occasion.

there is no accompanying, thunder, 
and the absence ol the latter has giv- 
en rise tc the notion that it is "heat 
lightning." for if it were ordinary 
lightning there would be thunder, of 
course! 


As a mattei of fact, there Is no heat 


lightning as that term is generally 
used. The display referred to always 
takes place wher the weather is 
warm, but that i? only because warm 
weather produces thunder storms. The 
so-called heat lightning is merely the 
lightning ol a distant storm. We do 
not hear the thunder because the 
storm is toe far away for the sound 
to re.Tb us. This term of heat light- 
ning is merely a corruption of the 
legitimate term sheet lightning.
